® Colorado ranks 8th in the US for the rate of volunteer service per-
formed by college students as nearly 40% of college students in Colo-
rado serve their communities.

e The state is 16th among states in the volunteer rate of adults aged 65
and older with 27% of Coloradoans aged 65 and over serving their
communities.

e We rank 18th among states in the average volunteer hours per resident
per year.

® On average, Colorado’s 1.2 million volunteers dedicate 160.7 millions
hours of service per year. This equates to an estimated $3.1 billion eco-
nomic contribution back to the state.x

As the Governor's Commission on Community Service continues to carry out
its mission to promote volunteerism, I’d like to thank all of you who partici-
pated in this year’s event, and encourage you and others to continue supporting
community service in your state.
